childlifter. Shri Hittangi immediately rushed to the spot with 
» skeleton staff available in the Police Station. On reaching 
the place of incident, Shri Hittangi saw that a mob of about 
500 strong was assaulting the suspected person with chappals, 
stones and sticks in a slushy field. Shri Hittangi pushed through 
tire crowd and with great difficulty and at personal risk to his 
life, lifted the victim and brought him to the main road. He 
put the victim in a truck and asked the driver to take him to 
the Civil Hospital. But as a result of the pelting of stones by 
the unruly crowd the driver of the vehicle ran away. At this 
stage someone from the crowd got into the truck and drove 
it away for about a furlong and banded over the injured vic- 
tim to another crowd who pulled down the injured person 
from the truck and started assaulting him again, Shri Hittangi 
again rushed to the place where the injured person was being 
assaulted by the crowd and rescued the injured person. Shri 
Hittangi thus saved the life of an innocent person from the 
furious mob by exposing himself to personal risk and exhibit- 
ed courage, determination, patience and exemplary devotion 
to duty.

On the night of 19th/20lh July, 1970, there was heavy rain- 
full in the northern region of district Cliamoli causing floods 
in Alakhnanda river and its tributaries. At about 4 P.M., the 
water in Alakhnanda started rising ah rmingly. The police 
staff posted at Belakuchi traffic post, warned all the members 
of the public of the danger from the riling river andTnsIsted 
on the evacuation of the houses and also asked all the passen- 
gers of the motor vehicles which had been held up because 
of the road block to leave the vehicles immediately and climb 
up the hill fcfl- safety. Shri Pitamber Dutl Divedi helped public 
in evacuation. When Shri Divedi was co ning back after help- 
ing, one of the aged persons in his evacuation and was going 
to the rescue of his family who were living in a tin-shed 
nearby, he saw a villager of Rajasthan trapped at a spot which 
was being fast surrounded by the swirling water of the river 
Alakhnanda. The villager tried his best to extricate himself 
but he always slipped towards deeper waiter, None of the per- 
sons present at the spot came to his rescue. When Shri Divedi 
saw the plight of the villager, he ran towards the villager in 
order to save him in disregard of his obligation to his own 
A family. Shri Divedi reached the villager land got hold of him 
but there was no foothold to climb badk to place of safety. 
Ho then stretched his every nerve and obtained a foot-hold and 
drew up the villager inch by inch and carried the half'cons- 
cious villager, to a place of safety. After] rescuing the villager, 
Shri Divedi rushed to the tin-shed where! his family was wait- 
ing for him, Water had already entered the rooms of the shed 
and the shed had started crumbling. Hel then evacuated his 
family to a place of safety. Next morning village Belakuchi 
was completely wiped away In the floods. In this operation 
Shri Pitamber Dutt Divedi did outstanding rescue work un- 
mindful of risk to his own life and iu disregard of the life 
of his own family members he saved the life of a villager.

On 5th October, 1970, one Annamalai a dangerous crimi- 
nal, was sighted by Shri Kulla Pandithan Ponnuswamy near 
the Police Station at about 6.45 p.m, The Sub-Inspector of 
Police who also noticed the criminal, directed Shri Mahadeva 
Mudaliar Ganesan. Head Constable an<) Shri Ponnuswamy, 
Constable to apprehend the criminal, The criminal who was 
taken aback by the confrontation with the Police tried to run 
away. Both Shri Gnnesan and Shri Ponnuswamy went In 
pursuit of the criminal. As Shri Ganesan was nearer to the 
criminal, he caught hold of him but tl» criminal suddenly 
whipped up a knife and stabbed the Head Constable Ganesan 


on the left side of his abdomen. Shri Ponnuswamy rushed to 
his assistance and grappled with the criminal without caring 
for the knife which the criminal was holding, The criminal 
attacked Shri Ponnuswamy with the knife and stabbed him 
viciously on ihs right side of his abdomen and inflicted serious 
injuries on Shri Ponnuswamy as a result of which his intestines 
came out and he succumbed to his injuries on the next morn- 
ing. In the encounter, Shri Ponnuswamy showed conspicuous 
courage, bravery and devotion to duty in grappling with the 
armed criminal. 

Shri Mahadeva Mudaliar Ganesan showed great courage 
and exhibited conspicuous bravery in apprehending the 
criminal,

On 1st July, 1970, a Police party was deputed to collect data 
regarding the opening of new Police Stations aind Out-posts In 
District Chhatarpur. When the police party reached a placo 
about 13 miles from Police Station Bijawar on Bljawar- 
Kishangarh road, the dacoit gangs of Moorat Singh and Mauni 
Ram Sahai who were, armed with modern and automatic 
weapons opened well directed fire on the Police party. 

A Police Constable and an Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police 
who were seated at the back of the vehicle sustained fatal In- 
juries. One of tlie shots fired by the dacoits hit the carburettor 
of the vehicle and the vehicle stopped, Shri Mohomad Ishaq 
ducked below the level of the wind-screen of the vehicle. Shri 
Hari Singh tried to get down on the back side of the vehicle 
but was hit by the bullets on both the thighs. Shri Mohomad 
Fhaq with great ctmruge and by exposing himself to the 
showers of the bullets, brought Shri Hari Singh down the 
vehicle. He then collected two rifles from the vehicle and then 
both .Shri Hari Singh and Mohomad Ishaq gave a strong 
fight to the dacoits Who ultimately lost their nerve and fled 
away. In the encounter Shri Hari Singh displayed great valour 
in fighting the gang of armed dacoits in disregard of his In- 
juries. 

Shri Mohomad Ishaq also exhibited great courage and devo. 
tion to duly in fighting against the dacoit gang.

No. 9/5/7 1-C.5-//. — The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for the 
Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical Ser- 
vice to be held by the Secretariat Training School In Decem- 
ber 1971 are published for general information. 

2. The number of parsons to be selected for Inclusion In the 
select list will be specified in the Notice issued by the School. 
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Reservations shall be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government, 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modification) 
Order, 1956 read with the Bombay Re-organisation Act, 1960, 
the Punjab Re-organisation Act, 1966, tile Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) Act, 1956, the 
Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 
1956, the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitution 
(Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the 
Constitution (Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the

Division Clerks belonging to the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service appointed to ex-cadre posts or to 
another service on “transfer" but who continue to 
retain Hen in the Lower Division Grade of the 
Central Secretariat Clerical Service;

Reservations will be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of 
vacancies as may be fixed by the Government.

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate

THE PHYSICAL

(These regulations are published for the convenience of can- 
didates and in order to enable them to ascertain the probabi- 
lity of their coming up to the required physical standard. The 
regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to the 
medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy the 
minimum requirement prescribed in i the regulations, cannot 
be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a 
Medical Board to recommend to the Government of India 
for reasons specifically recorded in Writing that he may be 
admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. It should, however, be dearly understood that the Govern, 
ment of India reserve to themselves, absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Board.) 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candiate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment, 

2. In the matter of the correlation [of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) Tace 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. Tf there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for Investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board, 

3. The candidate's height will be measured as follows 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the standard 
with his feet together and the weigjit thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or other side of the feet.

(d) In every case of myopia, fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded. In the event of 
pathological condition being present which is likely to be 
progressive and affect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should be declared unfit, 

(e) Field of vision, — The field of vision shall be tested by 
the confronlation method. When such test gives unsatisfactory 
or doubtful results the field of vision should be determined on 
the perimeter. 

(f) Night Blindness . — Broadly there are two types of night 
blindness; (1) as a result of vit, A deficiency and (2) as a 
result of Organic Disease of Retina— a common cause being 
Retinitis pigmentosa. In (1) tire fundus is normal, generally 
seen in younger age group and ill nourished persons and im- 
proves by large doses of Vit, A. In (2) the fundus is often 
involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the condi- 
tion in majority of cases, The patient in this category is an 
adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons seeking 
employment for higher posts in the Government will fall in 
this category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation test will 
reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus is not 
involved elctro-Retinography is required to be done. Both 
these tests (dark adaptation and rctinography) are time 
consuming and require specialized set up and equipment, and 
thus are not possible as a routine test in a medical check-up. 
Because of these technical considerations, it is for the Ministry/ 
Department to indicate if these tests for night blindness are 
required to be done. This will depend upon the job require- 
ment and nature of duties to be performed by the prospective 
Government employee, 
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(g) Ocular conditions other than visual acuity. — (1) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con- 
sidered a disqualification, 

(ii) Squint. — For technical services where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even if the visual acuity 
in each eye is of the prescribed standard should be considered 
a disqualification. For other services tne presence ol squint 
should not be considered as a disqualification, if the visual 
acuity is of the prescribed standard. 

(iii) One eye : If a person has one eye or if he has one 
eye which has normal vision and the other eye is ambylyopic 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect is that the person 
lacks stereoscopic vision for perception of depth. Such vision 
is not necessary for many civil posts. The medical board may 
recommend as fit, such persons provided the normal eye has. 

(i) 6/6 distant vision and Jl near vision with or without 
glasses, provided the error in any meridian is not 
more than 4 diopteres for distanct vision. 

(ii) full field of vision. 

(iii) normal colour vision wherever required, provided 
the Board is satisfied that the candidate can per- 
form all the functions for the particular job in 
guestion. 

(h) Contact Lenses. — During the medical examination of a 
candidate, the use of contact lenses is not to be allowed. It 
is necessary that when conducting eye test, the illumination 
of the type letters for distant vision should have an illumina- 
tion of 15 foot-candles. 

7. Blood Pressure 

The Board will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15—25 years of age the average 
is about 100 plus the age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B . — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 and 
diastolic over 90 should be regarded as suspicious and the 
candidate should be hospitalised by the Board before giving 
their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or other- 
wise. The hospitalisation report should indicate whether the 
rise in blood pressure is of a transient nature due to excite- 
ment etc., or whether it is due to any organic disease. In all 
such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as a 
routine. The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise of a 
candidate will, however, rest with the Medical Board only, 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within fifteen 
minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the patient, 
and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be either lying 
or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the patient's 
side in a more or less horizontal position. The arm should 
be freed from cloths to the shoulder. The cuff completely 
deflated should be applied with the middle of the rubber over 
the inner side of the arm, and its lower edge an inchi or two 
above the bend of the elbow. The following turns of cloth 
bandage should spread evenly over the bag to avoid bulging 
during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg. and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of the column at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Recheckins, if necessary, should be done onlv a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes as the cuff 


is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level; they may dis- 
appears as pressure falls and. reappear at a still lower level 
This ‘Silent Gap' may cause error in reading), r 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate's urine by the 
usual chemical tests die Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptom); suggestive of diabetes. If. except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabelic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified speciaist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion “fit” or ‘unfit’. The candidate will 
not be required to appear in person before the Board on the 
second occasion. To exclude the effects of medication it may 
be necessary to retain a candidate for several days in hospital 
under strict supervision, 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found to 
be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be declared 
temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She should be 
re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after the date of 
confinement, subject to the production of a medical certificate 
of fitness from a registered medical practitioner. 

10. The following additional points should be observed : — 

(a) that the candidate’s hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the ear, In case 
it is defective the candidate should be got examined 
by the ear specialist. Provided that if the defect in 
hearing is remediable by operation or by use of a 
hearing aid, a candidate cannot he declared unfit on 
that account provided he has no progressive disease 
in the ear. 

(b) that his speech is without impediment; 

(c) that his teeth, are in good order and that he 
is provided with dentures where necessary for effective 
mastication (well filled teeth will be considered as 
sound); 

(d) that the chest is well formed and his chest expan- 
sion sufficient; and that his heart and lungs are 
sound; 

(e) that there is no evidence of any abdominal disease; 

(f) that he is not ruptured; 

(g) that he does not suffer from hydrocele, a severe 
degree of varicocele, varicose veins or piles; 

(h) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 
developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
of all joints 

(i) that he does not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect; 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution; 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease. 

11. Screening of the chest should be done as a routine 
in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the heart and 
lungs which may not be apparent by ordinary physical 
examination, where it is considered necessary, a skiagram 
should be taken. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the cerfifical; 
and the medical examiner should state nis opinion whether 
or not it is likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of toe duties which will be required of the candidate. 

12. The candidates filing an appeal against (he decision of 
the Medical Board have to deposil an appeal fee of Rs. 50 
in such manner as may be prescribed bv the Government of 
India in this behalf. This fee would be refunded if the 
candidate is declared fit by the Appellate Medjcal Board The 
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Cimdi Oates may. if they like erclose medical certificate 
iafsupport of their claim of being fit. Appeals should bo 
submitted within 21 days of the date of the communication 
in which the decision of the Medical Board is communicated 
to the candidates; otherwise, requests for second medical 
examination by an Appellate Medical Board will not be 
entertained. The Medical Examination by the Appellate 
Medical Boards would be arranged at New Delhi only and 
no travelling allowance or daily allowance will be admissible 
for the journeys performed in connection with the medical 
examination. Necessary action to arrange medical examina- 
tion by Appellate Medical Boards would be taken by the 
Cabinet Sectt. (Department of Personnel) on receipt of appeals 
accompanied by the prescribed fee. 

Medical Board's Report 

T he following intimation is madle for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner 

The standard of physical fitness tb be adopted should make 
due allowance for the age and lengtji of service, if any. of the 
candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or the 
appointing authority, as the case may be that he has no dis- 
ease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfitting him, 
or likely. to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
the future as well as the present and that one of the main 
objects of medical examination is lo secure continuous effec- 
tive service, and in the case of andidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pensicn or payments in case of 
premature death. Tt is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective ser- 
vice, and that rejection of a candidate need not be advised on 
account of the presence of a defect which in only a small 
proportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members, 
(i) a physician, (ii) a Surgeon, an 1 (iii) an Opthalmologist, 
all of whom should as far as practicable, be of equal status. 
A lady doctor will be coopted as u member of the Medical 
Board Whenever u woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Indian Economic Service/Indian 
Statistical Service are liable for 1 field service in or out of 
India. In case of such a cancidate, the Medical Board 
should specially record Iheir opinion as to his fitness or 
otherwise for field service. 

The report of the Medical Bo|ard should Ire treated as 
confidential. 

In cases where a candidate is declared unlit for appoint- 
ment in the Govcrmcnt Service the grounds for rejection 
may be communicated to the candidate in broad terras 
without giving minute details regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government ser- 
vice can be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) a 
statement to that effect should be recorded by the Medi- 
cal Board. There is no objecLion to a candidate being 
informed of the Board’s opinion to this effect by the 
appointing authority and when a cure has been effected 
it will be" open to the authority concerned to ask for 
another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who aib to be declared “Tempo- 
rarily Unfit” the period specijfied for re-examination 
should not ordinarily exceed six months at the maximum. 
On re-examination after the specified period these candi- 
dates should not be declared temporarily unfit for a 
further period but a final decision in regard to their 
fitness for appointment or otherwise should be given.
